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Eminent keweik Says Me- 
thods of Detectives 
Have Changed

LONDON, Nov. 20.—While some 

Mattering bouquets are presented to 
the police by some witnesses at the 


pfobe here, there &re not wanting 
those who make strong criticisms 
These criticisms are not directed 


against pefsons, but sgainst the sys- 
tem, which is said to have grown up 
Since the war and to be un-English 
because the rights and liberties of the 
citizen are sacrificed in order to 
make it easier to catch criminals 

St. John Hutchinson, Recorder of 
Hythe, is one of the leading counse) 
pleading at the criminal bar where be 
has had a large experience. He gave 
evidence yesterday before the Royal 
Commission on Police Powers and 
Procedure and he urged very strongly 
his opinion that the police are becom- 
ing more inquisitorial in their methods 
than they used to be and that they 
are exceeding the powers they possess 
according to the spirit if not the let- 
ter of British law 

Stretching Powers 

Mr. Hutchinson freely admits that 
the police are stretching their powers 
in the good cause of catching crim- 
inals. “There has been a stiffening 


up of proceedings.” he said, “and in 
the interests of justice rather than 
a the individual This, he admits 


may be thougif to be a good thing 
but the British principle is supposed 
to be that the liberty of the subject 
is paramount over everything, and 
that it is better to let some crimina) 


escape than to sacrifice that prin- 
ciple. The traditional +British prin- 
‘iple may require modification ot 


abandonment, but there is nothing & 
be said for paying lip-service to thai 
principle while acting in quite a con- 
rary way 


One of the points Mr. Hutchinsor 
made is that no man is bound tc 
answer police inquiries But poor 


people are unaware that they are not 
so bound and the police take advan- 
tage of their ignorance and get from 
them statements which are injurious 
to their reputation. Mr. Hutchinson 
thinks that it may be right to make 
the giving of information eompulsory 
in certain cases, but as long as it ts 
not compulsory by law every citizen 
who is questioned by the police ought 
to have it made perfectly plain that 
he is free to be silent if he wishes 
Rely on Statements 


Turning from the police examina- 
tion of witnesses to that of person: 
under arrest Mr. Hutchinson pointed 
yut that in a number of recent mur- 
ders the police had relied chiefly on 
long statements obtained from the 
convicted persons. He cited the cases 
of Vaquier, Thorn, Mahon, Brown 
and Kennedy. Confessions before thc 
war used to be rare and they were 
short. They have now becime frequent 
and are of great length. Mr. Hutch- 
inson had no doubt that this was due 
to new methods of treatment that the 
police apply to persons under ‘arrest. | 
He sa’ there was “a new spirit” 
among the police of “getting prison- 
ers to talk.”” 

Special reference was made to the 
case of Mahon, who was convicted of 
a most revolting murder. Most people | 
would say that any methods of bring- 
ing Mahon to justice were excusable, 
but the case illustrates a principle 
Mahon was an intelligent man and he} 
had had experience of the police. Mr. | 
Hutchinson said the police acted quite | 
justifiably towards Mahon, yet it is a/ 
fact that they took from 9.30 p.m. to 
2 am. in getting a statement from | 
him, during which time he fainted | 
and was revived with stimulant, and 
the whole statement covered only four 
pages of notepaper. The inference 
was that prisoners went through a 
very trying ordea)] of examination in 
the hands of the police and they said 
things that were not to their advan- 
tage and which they probably did 
not intend to say. 

“Enforcing Morals”

Those who receive benefits they do 
mot pay for are under an obligation 
to these who provide the benetits. 


The State—meaning the tax payers 
—tstablishes and supports public 
schools to train citizens. The theory 


is that an educated citizen is less apt 
to rum amuck, scorn authority and 
become an expensive nuisance

Timidities are more stubborn than 
phobias. The incapacity they induce 
is not confined to a few situations; 
it is constantly ht out in daily 
contacts. It involves making over 
of a personality, a slow, difficult = 
cess. The technique is that of estab- 
lishing @& sympathetic relation in one 
case, tween ihe physician and the 
patient, and then enlargi it to in- 
timate friends and in ler circles. 

One consulting psychologist invites 
his patients to tea. They make a 
socia) rather than a professional visit. 
They may meet others with asimilar 
aifficulties farther along on the road 
to normality. Mar relieved the 
shyness of a woman in the 80s, fer 
she liked being a hostess; and now 
with the responsibility of a young son 
and @ sociable husband, she is quite 


| at ease after the first few moments, 


though persistently shy in manner, 
whieh her friends understand. A wife 
may just as successfully socialise her 
husband. 

A shy physician had to give up 
practicing because he could not over- 
come his timidity in dealing with 
patients; but he was successful in a 
teaching position in which his cor- 
dial personality had a chance to as- 
sert itself. for he wasn't shy with 
young people. There are few per- 
fect. cures, because it isn't a case of 
recovery. The victims of timidity 
never were norma). They can only 
be re-educated toward the reduction 
of their more serious disqualifice- 
tions 

Por it must be held in mind that 
these timidities act by way of resist- 
ance. These victims of timidity are 
sociable im trend but have to over- 
come resistance, plow through mud, 
to get f the point where cy can 
feel at case, mot to say let themselves 
go. There's many a tale of release 
of these timidities through a con- 
vivial glass of wine or two. Yet that 
is but part of the technique in the 
establishment of self-confidence.
